BOMBS AWAY Canada - U.S. relations have become explosive

The War on Terrorism is unmaking Canada 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? EVERYTHING. 
Especially for the men on a mis- 
sion. First it was Operation 
Anaconda — the biggest snake in 
the world, slithering through the 
Afghani valleys, purging the Al- 
Qaida from their hi-tech caves. 
Last month, it was Operation 
Harpoon, when Canadian troops 
joined the U.S.-led coalition to 
hunt on a mountain called “the 
Whale.” And the latest mission, 
Operation Snipe, is appropriately. 
named considering chief 9-11-sus- 
pect, Osama bin Laden, is still 
AWOL. A “snipe,” as defined in 
The Dictionary of American Slang, is 
“a non-existent animal.” 

White whales, snipes and wild 
goose chases? The ending of all 
these Afghani Aesop’s Fables 
wasn’t so funny. At 1:55 a.m. local 
time on April 18, a U.S. F-16 pilot 
received permission to drop a 
laser-guided bomb on the 
“enemy,” to “light ‘em up.” The 
“enemy” turned out to be 
Edmonton-based Canadian sol- 
diers firing light weapons. The 
“enemy” was even wearing “sil- 
ver tape on their helmets and 
equipment to identify them to 
friendly aircraft overhead.” How 
could an F-16 pilot in the moon- 
less pitch of night, thousands of 
feet up, not have noticed? 

These “friendly fire” casualties 
were the first Canadian Forces 
personnel killed in combat since 
the Korean War. That, coinciden- 
tally, was also the last time CF 
personnel had been under U.S. 
military command. On April 19, 
the Dallas Morning News brushed 
off the incident as being historical- 
ly common in the “fog of war,” 
and blamed technological gaps in 
hardware as being a possible cul- 
prit. American forces training on 
the ground would have had the 
right radio equipment to identify 
themselves as “Friend or Foe,” or 
at least shinier silver tape. The 
military analyst concluded: “one 
overriding principle” is that U.S. 
Forces have “the right to defend 
themselves if they feel they‘re in 
danger and being shot at.” Can _ 


much bigger and will have a fall- 
out spreading thousands of miles 
and years ahead — and it was 
quickly muffled in mainstream 
media by the death of our good 
Canadian boys. Its delivery had 
the air of precise military timing: 
at 1:55 a.m., Thursday, April 18, 
“bombs away” time in 
Afghanistan, it was 5:25 p.m. in 
Washington, Wednesday, April 17 
and Donald Rumsfeld had just 
dropped the other bomb: 
NORTHCOM. The U.S. Secretary 
of Defense had formally 
announced the establishment of a 
new U.S. Northern Command, to 
be based in Colorado Springs. 

Since 1958, Canada and America 
have shared joint command of 
NORAD, The North American 
Aerospace Defense Command — 
you know the guys who track 
Santa Claus over Northern 

Alberta every Christmas — also 
based in Colorado Springs. 
NORAD is “a bi-national United 
States and Canadian organiza- 
tion” but when Prime Minister 
Chrétien dismissed concerns from 
the opposition about the erosion 
of Canadian sovereignty, what he 
didn’t mention is that NORAD 
will now fall under NORTH- 
COM’s new command and the 
newly nominated U.S. Air Force 
General Ed Eberhart, whose 
acceptance speech wasn’t exactly 
dripping in maple syrup: “Our job 
will be to preserve the Nation’s 
security by defending the 
American people where they live 
and work, and support civilian 
authorities as needed.” 

As former Foreign Affairs 
Minister Lloyd Axworthy 
stressed, “Operational control or 
command is a de facto form of 
sovereignty switch.” This is the 
same man whose rational voice — 





representation of how our two 
nations are “unified” under the 
sword and the motto: “Partners in 
Protecting Our Homelands: Deter, 
Detect and Defend Against Air 
and Space Threats to North 
America.” Santa Claus beware! 

The Centre for Strategic and 
International Studies (CSIS), in 
their May report on the Western 
Hemisphere, concluded that 
“Ottawa faces the choice of an 
expanded role on Washington’s 
terms, or being further sidelined 
in continental defense arrange- 
ments.” Two months earlier, on 
February 28, at the House Armed 
Services Committee Hearing on 
the 2003 U.S. Army Defense 
Budget, Army Secretary Tom 
White pitched the idea to 
Congressman Neil Abercrombie. 
The transcript is alarming. 
Abercrombie is incredulous as 
White outlines the plan for anoth- 
er CINC (Commander in Chief) 
for the new NORTHCOM: “Jesus. 
What. anightmare ... I hope the 
President just shelves the whole 
deal.” 

But few Canadians might know 
that the pitch for NORTHCOM 
was already made at a Canadian 
Defense Industries Association, 
CANSEC dinner on February 14, 
by the U.S. Ambassador to 
Canada, Paul Cellucci: “The idea 
of continental defense is not revo- 
lutionary, but evolutionary.” 
Cellucci was adamant that 
“Canadian sovereignty will not be 
infringed even one iota.” With 
that Valentine’s promise, not sur- 
prisingly, the National Post report- 
ed on April 30 that our 
Department of Defence “favours 
moving quickly to integrate with 
the United States.” Did anybody 
say there was no such thing as a 
free dinner? 

Next year, please send Santa sil- 
ver tape (U.S.-made). If we can’t 
save Canada, let's at least save 
Christmas.

Although Allum and Slaughter 
began their time together by jam- 
ming on tunes by bands like the 
Kinks, Slaughter is careful to point 
out that their sound is more than 
mod alone.

WITH ALMOST 15 YEARS BEHIND 
them as Alberta’s only performing 
Taiko group, Kita No Taiko is still 
in constant demand, performing 
30 to 50 shows a year for a wide 
array of functions.

People usually see us at festivals 
and outdoor events, so this is a 
good way to showcase the differ- 
ent ways of playing the drums 
and the different kinds of songs

IT'S NOT UNUSUAL FOR ROY FORBES 
to become involved in helping 
singer-songwriters get a leg up in 
the music world. For Fort 
McMurray-based singer-song- 
writer Jo Whitley, what was 
unique was how their collabora- 
tion came to pass when she went 
looking for a producer for her 
debut CD, which came to be 
called Things Change.

Her partner, Bill Hopkins, 
would put tracks they were work- 
ing on onto their Internet site and 
Forbes would listen and come 
back with suggestions, and they'd 
re-work the material, and then put 
it all back on the website for a re- 
evaluation. So when Whitley final-

ly headed down to Mushroom 
Studios in Vancouver to record, it 
only took 10 days to finish the 
product. 

“It was a little rushed, every- 
body was putting in long hours, 
but they did a wonderful job.”

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Making history 


Trio floored the fans who’ve seen it all 


WHEN IT COMES TIME TO LOOK 
back on what happened in this 
town in terms of musical events at 
the end of the year, the past week 
should get some serious attention. 

The buzz that had been building 
over the course of the last two 
weeks surrounding the impend- 
ing visit of Quantum turned out to 
be more than justified as the trio 
of master musicians turned in two 
jaw-dropping performances in a 
jammed-to-the-rafters Yardbird 
Suite. 

The monstrous rhythm section 
of Airto Moreira and Alphonso 
Johnson and guitarist Prasanna 
held audiences spellbound each 
night over the course of two sets 
that encapsulated each musician's 
brilliance as soloist, improviser 
and ensemble player. 

With Moreira on traps, it was 
like the resurrection of Art Blakey 
had taken place, thanks to his 
incredibly fluid yet flexible attack, 
which was coupled with many 
exotic percussive instruments that 
he shook, rattled, knocked and 
banged. 

One of the recurring comments 
heard following the first show 
was directed at Johnson, the one- 
time member of Weather Report 
and Santana, who is currently a 
pivotal member of Jazz Is Dead, a 
quartet which takes aim at 
Grateful Dead compositions and 
wraps them in jazz fusion 
arrangements. 





Many observers felt Johnson 
dished out the single greatest elec- 
tric bass performance ever wit- 
nessed in this city and it’s pretty 
hard to disagree. 

This fan was so swept away by 
the extraordinary interplay and 


the joyous nature of the majority 
of the pieces that the concept of 
time went out the window during 
the first set on Friday evening. It 
could have been 35 minutes or 
three hours, but a glance at the 
watch confirmed it was just over 
90 minutes. At $23.50 a pop, 
everyone in attendance had 
received more than his or her 
money's worth halfway through 
the night. 

And just to put the icing on the 
cake, Moreira took the time 
between the final two pieces of the 
set to make mention of his old 
friend Gaye Delorme, with whom 
he worked in the early and mid- 
‘70s in both New York City and 
California. The two haven't 
crossed paths in a number of 
years, but Moreira let it be known 
that time hasn’t changed how he 
feels about the guitarist and ex- 
Edmontonian who was sitting 
front row centre on his night off 


between gigs here and in Calgary. 

Many thanks to all the folks at 
the Suite and those with the Raga 
Mala Society who made this gig 
happen. It’s not just a hard act to 
follow — this was one that is vir- 
tually impossible to match.

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Gabriel Motshegoa fled South Africa before the collapse of Apartheid to get away from racism 
and mistreatment based on the colour of his skin. But sometimes, when he goes to work at the 
Shaw Conference Centre, he says it feels like he never left. 


Gabriel has worked at the Conference Centre for eleven years in a number of different 
capacities, most recently as a shipper-receiver. During that time, he has performed his job well and 
made many friends. But he has also become a target for numerous racial slurs and put-downs. 


“I've been called a nigger and a black-son-of-a-bitch by managers,” says Gabriel. “And they said | 
was the one creating a hostile work environment by complaining.” 


Right now, Gabriel and his co-workers are on strike to back up their call for improved protection 
in the workplace. They're not asking for more money — just an anti-harassment policy with teeth. 


Unfortunately, managers at the Conference Centre say they won't do anything new to address 
the problem. They say their existing policies on harassment and discrimination are enough — even 
though most employees have never seen those policies and despite the fact that little or no action 
is taken when people like Gabriel file complaints. 


“Managers need to open their eyes and see that a serious problem exists,” says Gabriel. “In a 
country like Canada, no one should have to face this kind of harassment and discrimination 
at work.” 


You can help Gabriel and other Conference Centre employees win dignity at work by refusing 
to book or attend functions at the centre until a fair settlement is reached. Also, join the strikers 
in putting pressure on City Council. Call them at 496-8110. This strike won't end until the i 2 
which owns the Conference Centre, takes charge and does the right thing.

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Jesus returns 


Nino Ricci’s latest novel takes on > 
the son of God 


TESTAMENT 
By Nino Ricci 
Doubleday Canada

THE LATEST ADDITION TO THE JESUS 
fiction genre features a sometimes 
petulant and self-centred egotist 
born out of wedlock. Literally and 
figuratively, this Jesus is a bas- 
tard. Following in the acclaimed 
(and highly controversial) foot- 
steps of Norman Mailer’s The 
Gospel According to the Sun, Nikos 
Kazantzakis’s Last Temptation of 
Christ or, to a certain extent, 
Denys Arcand’s Jesus of Montreal, 
author Nino Ricci debunks a few 
myths in his startling account 
about an all-too-human man who 
doesn’t know he’s the son of God. 

Growing up in rural Ontario, 
the son of Italian immigrants, 
Ricci was skeptical about received 
truths at a young age. Much to the 
horror of his Roman Catholic par- 
ents, he flirted briefly with born- 
again evangelism. He smiles as he 
recalls his naive shock’at the con- 
gregation’s emotional outpour- 
ings in the outdoor revival tents, 
with the teary confessions of drug 
use and participation in satanic 
cults. Although his fundamental- 
ist fling only drove home the 
point that he didn’t believe in any 
of it, Ricci instinctively knew there 
had to be other ways to interpret 
Christianity, minus the heavy 
hand of the church. 

Then, in university, Ricci “came 
under the influence” of 
Freudianism, Jungianism and the 
post-structuralists as ways to 
interpret what he calls “the whole 
baggage of western culture.” He 
took it a step further: his studies 
led him to a strong rejection of 
Christianity as Christianity but 
also to a re-understanding of it as 
myth. 

“So [Testament] becomes a con- 
junction of the personal and the 
cultural,” Ricci says, “and after 


the myth-making stage comes the 
myth-bashing stage.” 

Testament’s myth-bashing was 
also helped by Ricci’s study of the 
French deconstructionist Jacques 
Derrida and that philosopher’s 
theories of re-seeing the world as 
text and the importance of lan- 
guage. For Ricci it became increas- 
ingly easy to view the Old and 
New Testaments as great literary 
texts, rather than the received 
word of God. “Maybe this is a 
fundamental error in Western cul- 
ture,” he says, enthusiastically 
sweeping his hands apart, “this 
over-arching myth that has colo- 
nized the entire Western canon, 
right down to the language that 
we speak today.”

The late great Toby Halicki’s motor 
mayhem gets new life on DVD 


The plot is awkward, confus- 
ing — and irrelevant in a film 
where a Guinness Book of World 
Records number of 150 plus vehi- 
cles are destroyed. There is but 
one goal in The Junkman — create 
an orgy of destruction with 
souped-up cars, biplanes, trans- 
port trucks, and even a house 
Despite incorporating the 
Goodyear blimp, Hoyt Axton, 
and a fictional James Dean festi- 
val, it’s not quite as thrilling as 
his first effort, but it’s still the 
most extravagant episode of The 
Dukes of Hazzard ever filmed, 
minus the rednecks 

After being relegated to a 
handful of muddy video prints 
cherished by hardcore car flick 
fanatics, The Junkman has finally 
received the comprehensive 
widescreen DVD treatment that 
the original Gone did a couple of 
years ago. 

As far as the actual film goes, 
the print is pristine and has 
options for 5.1 Dolby Digital, 5.1 
DTS, or 2.0 Dolby surround 
sound. But it’s the number and 
quality of the extras that reveal 
why such care went into a rela- 
tively obscure movie.

WHILE IT’S NOT HARD TO FIND AN 


Indian buffet in this town, it’s not 
always easy to find one that 
caters to the cheapskate’s price 
range. I personally would pay 
any quantity of money for good 
shaihi lamb or aloo gobi, but 
some would consider this a sign 
of weakness. 

Downtown diners, especially 
those with tight purse strings, 
should be delighted by the pres- 
ence of Maurya Palace, a satellite 
of the original Mill Woods loca- 
tion, making its home alongside 


such fixtures as the Creperie and 
the Boiler Lounge. Not only do 
they do buffet, they do it daily 
and, if you can’t take the time to 
eat in, they will fill a “lunch box” 
for you from the buffet for just 
$4.95. 

Big deal, you're thinking, if the 
food is the quality you've come to 
expect from some of Edmonton’s 
lower-scale buffet troughs. Well, 
quit your scoffing and start scarf- 
ing, because Maurya Palace puts 
out a nice spread. 

A typical buffet might consist of 
eight or so different kinds of 
salad, ranging from sweet corn 
bound in a tomato sauce with 
black mustard seeds to cole slaw

ry reasonable prices, particularly for the take- 


to thin slices of green and red 
pepper and onions tossed togeth- 
er with a little oil. There was also 
a lovely chickpea salad and a 
bowl full of diced, fried potatoes 
in a spicy, sweet sauce that tasted 
good with everything else on my 
plate. 

Don’t go filling up on the chick- 
pea salad, however, as a few feet 
away, among the chafing dishes 
of hot entrees, you'll find channa 
dal, a stew of chickpeas in a 
tamarind-based sauce. My dining 
companion commented that the 
dal was among the best he’d tast- 
ed in Edmonton — cooked to the 
brink of disintegration and aswim 
a good balance of seasonings. 

Also under the heat lamps there 
was butter chicken, which was as 
rich and delicious as it sounds, 
curried vegetables, paneer (home- 
made soft cheese in a —surprise! 
— rich sauce made with stewed 
greens), aloo gobi (potatoes and 





cauliflower smothered in curry 
spices and cooked to al dente per- 
fection) and beef curry, the only 
disappointment as far as | was 
concerned, as the beef was a little 
tough and the sauce a little over- 
spiced. 

But let’s not dwell on the down- 
side, shall we? After all, there 
were delicious pakoras, deep- 
fried dumplings of vegetables 
and batter with two different 
kinds of chutney and some 
mango pickles to ladle over top. 
And because the sauces are so 
rich and delicious, a friendly and 
helpful attendant produces a 
never-ending stream of fresh 
naan bread and: pappadums to 
mop it all up. Naan bread is one 
of my favourite things in the 
world, a flavourful, pita-like cre- 
ation that’s slightly crispy and 
slightly tender and very 
absorbent. Tasty as it is, it takes 
up a lot of room, so use your naan 
bread judiciously. Everything is 
spiced in the mild-to-medium 
range, but a ramikin of hot stuff 
can be acquired to burn your face 
off, if that’s how you get your 
kicks. 

Loosening my belt a notch, I 
realized I had room for dessert. 
Maurya Palace also offers sweets 
in their buffet, ranging from sim- 
ple slices of honeydew melon to a 
vibrant yellow mango custard to 
gulabjamun. The latter is a fried 
ball of dough drenched in syrup 
with a touch of rosewater. 
Maurya’s variant was a cross 
between a Timbit and anti-matter, 
so densely sweet and syrup-sod- 
den that myself and my dining 
companion could only split one 
over coffee. 

The coffee, unfortunately, had 
been sitting a while. Why? 
Because the huge dining room 
was only lightly populated on a 
Monday lunch hour. If you have 
the time to linger over lunch and 
get your money’s worth, the full 
buffet costs you $9.95, which is a 
bargain on the scale of most 
Indian restaurants. Or bear in 
mind that take-out lunch box is 
cheap by any standard. And it 
certainly beats the hell out of 
another burger and fries.

Co-authors investigate how urban 
legends grow legs 


| REMEMBER THE FIRST TIME | HEARD IT. WE WERE 
hidden at the back of the schoolyard having just 
conducted a rather seedy transaction — | had 
traded my Sesame Street hand puppet for The 
Osmonds’ Crazy Horses album. That's when 
some kid told us: Rod Stewart was rushed to 
the hospital to have a gallon of semen pumped 
from his stomach. “| swear to God it’s true,” the 
11-year-old storyteller insisted. 

Practically everyone | know heard this story 
when they were young. Since then, Elton John, 
David Bowie, Mick Jagger and Jon Bon Jovi — 
along with today's stars Alanis Morissette (who 
is supposedly addicted to semen), Li'l Kim, and 
Britney Spears — have all befallen the same 
fate as Rod the Mod. 

My how times haven't changed 

Never mind that most guys ejaculate about a

Whatley and Henken decided to collaborate 
when it struck them that many of their weekly 
conversations involved swapping the stories 
and folklore that their students had wondered 
about in class. 

“It occurred to us how much this contributed 
to cultural beliefs and stereotypes about sexual- 
ity,” says Whatley in a recent telephone conver- 
sation. 

But why do so many urban myths — or con- 
temporary legends, as Whatley prefers to call 
them, since they aren't circulated exclusively in 
urban centres — revolve around sex? | mean, 
c'mon, we've all heard those emergency-room

Of course, while the basic issues don't 
change from generation to generati ey 
discovered that similar stories do get modern 
updates. 

“Back in the 50s, you'd have stories about 
teenage couples necking and getting tr 
braces stuck together, which reflects u 
tural taboos surrounding heavy petting at the 
time,” says Whatley. “Now you have s fT 
young couples having sexual interco 
getting their genital piercings stuck togethe: 

HIV/AIDS-related legends have evolved as 
well. 

No more stories of lipstick-scrawled threats 
These days you're more likely to hear about 
HiV-syringes being planted in gas station pump 
handles or soda-vending machines 

This, according to Whatley, reflects the shift 
from HIV as a “gay” disease to one that can 
also be spread through intravenous drug-use 
while also indicating that people are talkir 
about the dangers of unsafe sex and are more 
concerned about uncontrollable, random infec 
tion routes. “You can't help it if you buy 2 Coke 
and get infected,” says Whatley. “It’s like it's 
not your fault if you get it that way.”

Legends not only tap into sexual fears and 
taboos, but also reflect current political cli- 
mates. During the debate about gays in the mil 
tary in the U.S., a lot of stories came out about 
men who were drugged by male roommates 
and sexually assaulted. “It’s like they were a 
warning to men about what happens if you let 
gay men into your space,” Whatley says 

"And as a reaction to female sexual empower” 
ment, most legends punish sexually indepen 
dent women — like the story of the girl who 
masturbates with a frozen hotdog only to have 
it break off in her vagina and land her in the 
hospital. One version of this story has the hot: 
dog lodged there, rotting and covered in mao" 
gots. Another version leaves her dead 

While such legends undoubtedly reinforce 
homophobia, sexism and racism, and spread 
sexual misinformation, Whatley and Henken * 
maintain that the folklore gathered in their bo 
can be used as a positive sexual education 100

Bar etiquette 


How to avoid patio-related jail time 


YOU BETTER BEHAVE YOURSELF 
on those summer patios or you 
may find yourself listening to the 
weeping and insane in jail all 
night. It is the age of lockdown, 
padre. There will be no Canada 
Day this year: The Edmonton 
Police Service has been given their 
mandate, and like the upcoming 
G8 Summit, their job is to watch 
the shops with record-high fines, 
imprisonment for the slightest 
sass. We need a ghost town. 
Terrorism, after all, comes in all 
shapes, especially in Edmonton on 
a hot night. The Law will be on 
patrol in great numbers this year 
and, whether or not they get their 
stories straight, if they see you 
goofing around from street level it 
can open up a whole world of 
pain. Unless you're for some 
bizarre reason anthropologically 
interested in what goes down in 
the drunk tank.

One accuses me of pouring 
an entire beer onto the bricks 
below, pointing vaguely at a 
three-foot-wide sidewalk stain, 
impossibly far off from where we 
were standing. | point up to my 
full beer, still on the edge. “We 
saw you do it,” he barks, to which 
I counter, “Well, you saw wrong.”

The parade 
in handcuffs fuels my Christ com- 
plex, and I’m further confused 
about right and wrong.

want a little beer on the patio. As 
with everything else in life, this 
activity is fraught with danger, so 
get your helmets on, here’s the 
PATIO HEALTH GUIDE. 

Before leaving home, check 
Environment Canada’s daily UV 
index. You have a good chance of 
a burn when it’s higher than 5. Of 
course, you can always look to 
check the cloud cover yourself, 
but this way is SCIENTIFIC. If 
you're near water, it'll reflect and 
increase sun exposure, as will con- 
crete and other shiny-ish surfaces.
